An official announcement from 
Budapest said Hungarian Foreign 
Minister Dr. Laszlo de Bardossy 
would go to Munich tomorrow to 
see German Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop. Private 
sources said he might also be re- 
ceived by Hitler, 

A dispatch passed by the mili- 
tary censor at Athens said the gov- 
ernors of Turkish and Grecian 
Thrace met at Karagatch, a rai- 
way station near Adrianople at the 
eastern end of the Bulgarian-Greek 
frontier. 

Not more than 100 miles sepa- 
rates massed Nazi forces poised 
north of that frontier from re- 
cently landed British troops who 
are reported moving north through 
Greece.

Otto von Hapsburg, one of. the

version of the future of Europe in 
whose history his ancestors have 
played leading roles for 10 cen- 
turies. 

The 28-year-old claimant of the 
throne of the non-existent Aus- 
trian Empire and the crown of 
Hungary, the modern kingdom 
without a King or a navy which 
is ruled by an Admiral, says he 
believes “a real spirit of crusade” 
is surging through both the occu- 
pied and unoccupied nations of Eu- 
rope. 

“That spirit,” he declared, “is the 
hope of the world. It permits us 
to look forward to a possible vic- 
tory of European civilizations over 
barbarism.” : . 

Hitler 


Assails : 

The archduke, who thinks he 
might have checked the totalitarian 
tidal wave in its infancy had he 
been restored in time to the throne 
in Vienna, described Adolf Hitler 
as the high priest of a pagan revolt 
against Christianity, in a lecture 
in the gymnasium of the Maryville 
College of the Sacred Heart last 
night. 

“National socialism,” he asserted, 
“is actively striving to exterminate 
Christianity. Totalitarian states 
must war on Christianity, for they 
seek to control the souls as well qs 
the bodies of their citizens.” 

Hitler, he said, was allowed to 
come to power because most 
of his enemies had been duped into 
believing his rise inevitable, but to- 
day, “after his amazing revolution 
has ruined the lives of so many na- 
tions and is threatening the last 
stronghold of European civiliza- 
tion,” the foes of Nazism are unit- 
ing on the path to victory. 

Battles and destruction more ter- 
rible than anything the world has 
yet seen will precede the ultimate 
victory, he said, but “the bloodshed 
will not have been all in vain, for 
if Hitler wins, it will be a greater 
catastrophe than the Arab invasion 
of Northern Africa, which reduced 
to a desert what was once one of 
the most cultured parts of the 
world.”

How can Poles and Ger- 
mans have a common nationality 
after what has happened in the re- 
cent past? A United States of 
Europe, although it may come in 
the future, now would be merely 
an invitation to civil war.” 


Solution. 

Archduke Otto's solution is to 
“create a certain number of groups 
of states in Europe, realizing that 
the existence of small nations is 
possible only if they surrender some 
sovereign rights to a_ federal 
union,” 

One such federal union would 
be a Danubian’ confederation, 
roughly following the patterns of 
the pre-1914 Hapsbuag- empire, 
which would restore economic 
unity to Central Europe and serve 
as a natural counterbalance to Ger- 
man power, he says. 

Despite anschluss, Otto regards 
Austria as an occupied country,

Head of Commission — 
Spain, France and Other 
Nations to Get Aid. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 19. — 
President Roosevelt has established 
a food commission which will work 
out schedules with -the British 


Ministry of Food for sending 
American supplies to -Britain, 
Spain, unoccupied France and the 
fighting democracies. The- com, 
mission is headed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard and Surgeon 
General Parran. | 

At his press conference yesterday 
he ridiculed questions regarding 
American convoys and ways of 
building the “bridge of ships” to 
Britain he promised in his Saturday 
radio address. He said there had 
been reports about convoys for the 
past four or five years and he had 
not paid any attention to them. The 
reporter had said that in his pre- 
vious discussion of convoys the 
President declared they were “the 
first step before shooting.” 

As to the “bridge of ships,” 
Roosevelt placed a finger to his 
lips and whispered that that was 
a@ secret. . 

He said he had not read the 
“new basic policy” of the Commit- 
tee to Defend America by Aiding 
the Allies and that he knew no 
more about submarines and 
cruisers on the American side of 
the Atlantic than the reporters. 
Surgeon Gen. Parran, he said, 
has just returned from England 
and will work out with Wickard 
and others the problem of supply- 
ing food and related things, such 
as vitamins, for future use in Brit- 
ain. Representatives of the Brit- 
ish Food Ministry, he disclosed, are 
on their way to this country to co- 
operate in this program. This 
country, he declared, has no short- 
ages of foodstuffs, and most of the 
work will be on schedules. 

When a reporter pointed out that 
President De Valera of Ireland had 
asked for American food and sup- 
plies, the President asked how

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 
The legal struggle over ownership 
of $1,479,301 in excess gas rates im- 
pounded in Cole County Circuit 
Court in the 1934 rate and valua- 
tion case of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis was resumed here 
iteday before Circuit Judge Sam C. 
Blair. 

The company claims it is entitled 
to the entire sum, impounded from 
Feb. 1, 1985, to Sept. 1, 1939, during 
litigation over a 6 per cent rate re- 
duction ordered by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, while 
the City of St, Louis contends the 
money should be returned to domes- 
tic and commercial ga» users of the 
city, who paid the rates during the 
litigation. : 

Guy B. Thompson of counsel for 
iLaclede told the Court the rate re- 
duction ordered by the commission 
never had been legally in effect, 
inasmuch as the Supreme Court 
remanded the case to the commis- 
sion On several minor points af- 
fecting the company’s rate-making 
valuation.

The discharge of that 

responsibility carries with it a great oppor- 
tunity for service to the public at large. 


Because of the complexities of the present 
economic situation growing out of the critical 
period through which the world is passing, 
this service to the public has now become of 
great importance in the economic and social 
structure of the country. Your management 
is acutely aware of its responsibility to its 
policyholders. .So also, it recognizes that 
much public benefit will necessarily follow 
from its performance of that. responsibility. 


Nearly one-half of the people of the 
United States own life insurance. From 
the savings of these people, who live on 
the farms and in the villages and the cities, 
come the premium payments which account 
for most of the income received by life 
insurance companies. These funds eventu- 
ally go back trom those companies to the 

licyholders and beneficiaries as payments 
in accordance with the terms of their policy 
contracts. Before such payments are due, 
however, the funds become available for em- 
ployment in the economic life of the people as 
a whole in the form of investments or loans.

Safety is the First Consideration 


In making investments or loans it is of 
aramount importance that the policy- 
folders’ interests be protected and that 
safety be made the first consideration. That 
has been the policy of this Company since 
its organization. It will continue to be its 


policy. 
The Public Interest is Served 


But the Company is also very conscious 
of the public service that is rendered through 
the employment of its funds. In recent 


eae for various reasons, the individual who 


as accumulated savings during the course 
of the year has been more and more hesitant, 
or has experienced greater and greater diffi- 
culty, in making his own private investment 
of these savings.

$20,000,000,000 to $30,000,000,000. The 
effect of this upon otr national economy is 
great, for, as the volume of such investments 
and loans has increased, the public service 
performed by them has likewise increased. 
Even a brief examination of the loans and 
investments of the New York Life Insurarice 
Company will, we believe, demonstrate that 
it has employed its funds both with a view to 
safety and in the public interest. 


Loans and Investments at Work 


Government Bonds.—This Company’s in- 
vestments in bonds aggregate $1,827,000,000. 
Of this amount, approximately $800,000,000 
are United States Government bonds, either 


direct or fully guaranteed. During the past 


year the Company increased its holdings in 
this classification of investment by about 
$100,000,000. United States Government 
bonds are generally regarded as the prime 
investment sécurity of the world. Their 
safety is beyond question. More than that, 
the Government at the present time is 
making huge expenditures in the interests 
of national defense. From the point of view 
of the public interest as well as the safety of 
its policyholders, the Company’s ‘policy is 
to continue, in the present circumstances, to 
invest in Government securities. 


Other Bonds.—The Company’s investments 
in State, county and municipal bonds, which 
are likewise regarded as prime investments, 
and which amount to over $250,000,000, also 
play a great part in our national economy as 
well as our social advancement. They pro- 
vide funds to help build schools, bridges and 
highways as well as other local institutions 
and improvements. The Company’s hold- 
ings of railroad bonds aggregate approxi- 
mately $285,000,000 and help to finance the 
country’s princtpal transportation system 
which is so essential to both the business of 
the country and its defense. Our public 
utility bonds aggregate over $335,000,00c 


and, in making these investments, the Com- 
pany has helped to provide the people with 
electric, gas, water. communication and 
other services. 


Large and Small Loans.—Most of the 
corporations whose bonds are owned by 
the Company are relatively large because 
so many small borrowers do not or cannot 
issue bonds which are eligible or practi- 
cable as investments for a life insurance 
company. This Company, however, makes 
many mortgage loans and policy loans. 
Most of the policy loans are for small 
amounts. Mortgage loans are made in both 
small and large amounts. An examination 
of the Mortgage Loan Portfolio, which in- 
cludes loans on business, residential and farm 
properties, shows that at the end of 1940 the 
Company had on its books 31,741 first mort- 
gage loans on real estate, which, less reserves, 
amounted to about $420,000,000. About 87 
per cent of these mortgage loans, that is 
27,656, were for less than $10,000 each and 
aggregated over $117,000,000. About 60 
per cent of the total number of such lodns, 
that is 18,928, were for less than $5,000 each 
and aggregated over $60,000,000. About 
$70,000,000 of the Company’s real estate 
loans were FHA-insured mortgage loans. 


Stocks.—The Insurance Law of the State 
of New York does not permit life insurance 
companies to invest in common stocks. As a 
result they cannot legally provide equity or 
partnership capital, either for big business or 
for small business. However, they are per- 
mitted to invest in preferred and guaranteed 
stocks which measure up to certain Icgal 
requirements. This Company’s holdings of 
such stocks, which provide additional funds 
for industry, amount to about $90,000,000, 


All things considered, it is apparent that 
the assets of the New York Life Insurance 
Company are at work not merely to produce 
a return but also to do their part in advanc- 
ing both economic and social progress.

Payments to Policyholders and Beneficiaries 


During the year 1940, the New York Life 
Insurance Company paid to policyholders 
and their beneficiaries a total of $204,394,345- 
Of this sum $135,015,066 was paid to living 
policyholders and $69,379,279 to benefict- 
aries. During the past ten years, the Com- 
pany’s payments to policyholders and bene- 
ficiaries have exceeded $2,180,000,000. 


New Insurance 


New insurance during the year 1940 
amounted to $425,970,300. There were 
210,896 new policy contracts made during 
the year and the average size of new policies 
was $2,020. Although the volume of new 
business was slightly less than the previous 
year, nevertheless there was a substantial 
reduction in the aggregate volume of ter- 
minations, "particularly lapses and sur- 
renders. On December 31, 1940 the Com- 
pany had 2,925,775 insurance policies in 
force for a total of $6,895,182,749, which 
represented an increase of 53,541 in the 
number of policies and $64,347,953 in 
amount as compared with the end of the 
previous year. 


Assets and Liabilities 


The total value ot ali bonds, which were 
valued in accordance with the law, was sub- 
stantially below the total market value as of 
December 31, 1940. The aggregate amount 
ot the Company’s real estate mortgage loans 
was written down by $26,000,000 to the 
estimated value as of the end of the year. 
Furthermore, the total real estate owned 
by the Company was also marked down 
in 1940 and is carried at the estimated 
market value. Total admitted assets amount 
to $2,869,735,205, an increase of $107,456,722 
over the previous year. 

In the liabilities, by far the largest item, 
$2,322,671,554, is the Insurance and Annuity 
Reserve computed by the Superintendent of 
Insurance of the State of New York. This 
reserve is the amount which the Company 
must hold in good assets so that together 
with future premiums and interest, it may 
be able to meet future policy obligations as 
they become due based on assumptions as 
to future rates of claim, interest and ex 
The sum of $38,747,490 is set aside in the 
liabilities for dividends payable to policy- 
holders in 1941. In addition to a Voluntary 
Investment Reserve of $50,000,000, the 
Company had, at the end of the year, a 
surplus, reserved for general contingencies, 
amounting to $127,073,603.

‘STRIKES IN. STATE: 


Board Would Get Chance 
to Mediate — Favorable 
Report Given ‘Anti-In- 
junction’ Measure.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 


A bill to prevent strikes and lock- 
outs in defense industries in Mis- 


souri until the dispute had been 
submitted to a State labor media- 
tion board, was introduced today By 
Representative J. Glennon McKen- 
na, St. Louis. 

The measure seeks to declare as 
a public policy of the State that the 
best interest of the people is served 
by the prevention or prompt settle- 
ment of labor disputes in defense 
industries, and that strikes, lock- 
outs and other forms of industrial 
strife, regardless of merits of the 
controversy, are forces which re- 
sult in economic waste. 

The bill would prohibit any 
strike or lockout being put into ef- 
fect in a defense industry until the 
party proposing to take the affirm- 
ative action served notice on the 
mediation board, along with a state- 
ment of the issues involved in the 
controversy.

PASSAGE URGED A 
SENATE. HEARING 


Large Delegation in Favor 
of Pre-Natal Blood Tests 
for Preventing Congen- 
ital Syphilis. = 8=«s_—s

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 
A drive to obtain legisiation for 
the control and eradication of ve- 
nereal diseases got under way yes- 
terday when a large delegation of 
representatives of medical, welfare 
and civic organizations appeared 
before the Senate Public Health 
Committee to urge passage of a bill 
to require prenatal blood tests to 

prevent cOngenital syphilis. 

The measure, known as the baby 
health bill, is sponsored by the Mis- 
gouri Social ._Hygiene Association 
and supported by several] hundred 
Missouri medical societies, business 
and welfare organizations and labor 
groups. The committee delayed ac- 
tion on the bill for a week. 

The bill would require every phy- 
sician, midwife or other person 
permitted to practice obstetrics to 
make an effort to obtain a serolog- 
ical blood test for syphilis in each 
maternity, case. By this method 
the disease could be detected and 
treatment started in time to pre- 
vent, in most. cases, the birth of 
children infected with syphilis. 

Good Chance of Passage. 

Some sponsors think the bill has 
a better chance for passage than 
other pending measures for control 
of venereal diseases, since it pro- 
poses to require by law what is 
now done by competent obstetri- 
cians as a routine check in the 
care of their patients. 

The other measures are the so- 
called marriage health bills, which 
would prohibit the issuance of a 
marriage license until the appli- 
cants had undergone tests to prove 
their freedom from syphilis. Leg- 
islation of this type has been killed 
in the past because many legisla-

congenital syphilis could \be pre- 
vented, Proper treatment, she 
added, would eliminate many ‘still 
births. 


“We must have this bill, or we 
must stop talking about child 
health and child welfare,” she said. 

Results in 18 States. 

Dr. Lee D. Cady, instructor at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine and chairman of the com- 
mittee which drafted the baby 
health bill, told the comimittee that 
18 other states had materially re 
duced congenital syphilis and stilt 
births through pre-natal] blood test 
laws. 

He estimated that 2300 babies a 
year in Missouri would be benefited 
by the law. He said it would pro- 
tect 900 babies born each year with 
syphilis in Missouri, that it would 
prevent one-third of the State’s 2500 
annual still births, and would save 
the lives of about 600 babies who 
die during the first year because 
of the disease.

Jacobs said the 
negotiations depended, of course, 
on Louis’ ability to get past Abe 
Simon in their Friday night bout 
in Detroit.

Louis to the Pacific Coast for a 
fight April 16. He announced to- 
day that he had signed Bob Pas- 
tor, victor over Turkey Thompson 
there Monday, for a title match 
here on the date mentioned, con- 
tingent upon commission approval 
and a Louis victory over Simon 
Friday night. 

The endeavor of Packs to sign 
the Louis-Musto match for St.

U.S. Sends More 
To the Far East 


Four Cruisers,. Nine 
Destroyers *Train- 
ing’ in Australian, 
New Zealand Wat- 
ers.

BATAVIA, Netherlands 
East Indies, March 19 (AP). 


HE United States is reported 
T to be increasing its staff of 

naval experts in the Far East 
and the South Pacific. 


Officials are being stationed in 
Singapore, in Darwin, in Sydney, 
in Auckland and other points, in 
addition to those regularly attached 
to the legations in Canberra and 
Bangkok, it was said today. Théy 
were described as “observers” and 
not members of-the American diplo- 
matic or consular services. Two 
are being assigned to each place. 


At the same time, there is great 
interest here in the “training 
cruise” of four cruisers and nine 
destroyers of the United States 
navy in Australian and New Zea- 
land waters.. 


Reports continue to circulate that 
Singapore, Britain’s great naval 
base in the Orient, would be avail- 
able to the United States fleet if 
Japan should move southward. 


At present, only a skeleton Brit- 
ish naval squadron is stationed at 
Singapore. Australian air forces, 
however, are being increased 
steadily. 

Similarly, The Netherlands East 
Indies lacks capital ships and 
would depend mainly on subma- 
rines and fast torpedo boats for 
resistance against any naval attack. 

Observers here say that, as a 
result, they believe the United 
States fleet will undertake “the 
heavy work,” if Japan moves the 
main body of its capital ships 
against Singapore, or the East In- 
dies, and the United States enters 
|the conflict. 


Seven U. S. Warships to Reach 
Sydney Tomorrow. 
SYDNEY, March 19 (AP).—Two 
United States cruisers and five de- 
stroyers will arrive in Sydney to- 
morrow for a two-day visit, it was 
announced today. Two other Unit- 
ed States cruisers and four destroy- 
ers are anchored in Auckland har- 

bor, New Zealand. 

Navy Minister W. M. Hughes said 
the visit was a further sign to 
Australia of United States good- 
will and encouragement. 

Acting Prime “Minister A. W. 
Fadden expressed pleasure at the 
impending visit of the American 
warships. John Curtin, labor ,lead- 
er, described the visit as a practi- 
cal demonstration of the force of 
President Roosevelt’s speech last 
Saturday on the “lease-lend” bill. 

Australians made ready to enter- 
tain the American officers and men 
and a ‘scheol holiday was declared. 


Japanese Business Men, Women, 
Children Leaving Australia. 
NEW YORK, March 19 (AP). 
—Domei (Japanese news agency) 
in a broadcast today quoted Jap- 
anese arriving from Sydney as 
saying that “Australia is consider- 
ing seriously the possibility of war 

with Japan.” 

Thirty-four members of the staff 
of the Takashimaya company at 
Sydney arrived at Kobe. The samé 
steamer also brought 14 Japanese 
women and children who have been 
residing in Australia.

Thailand Friendly Toward British, 
But Covets More Lost’ Territory 


Temptation Is Strong to Seek Return of 
Areas in Burma and Malaya if England 
Falls and Japan Is Willing. }

BANGKOK, Thailand (by clipper) 
F ever there was a holy war it 
was the lackadaisical conflict 
that has just been concluded on 

the Thailand-Indo-China frontier. 
The Thais are devout Buddhists, 
and a very large part of the Thai 
army is made up of men who, at 
some time during their lives, have 
worn the yellow robes of the Bud- 
dhist priesthood. 

Military observers followed the 
operations of this Buddhist army 
with interest, for it gave them their 
first opportunity to evaluate the 
part that this country may be ex- 
pected to play in the fast-develop- 
ing Far Eastern crisis. i 

The frontier hostilities have 
shown that while the Thais are 
pacifists by nature, they also are 
intensely proud of their country 
and are not afraid to die for it. 
Their compact little army, for all 
its amateurishness, was superior in 
equipment and morale to the mixed 
forces that the French threw into 
the field. Had the war gone on, it 
is probable that the Thais would 
have continued their cautious, snail- 
like advance and ultimately have 
recovered most of their “lost” terri- 
torigs. 


Helpless Against Japanese. 
But the ‘fhais are keenly aware 
of their limitations. They could 


¢not hope, for instance, to put up ef- 


fective resistance alone against 
Japanese military pressure. It is 
not likely that they would attempt 
to do so except as a forlorn ges- 
ture. Their only chance of putting 
up a show would be to invite the 
co-op¥ration of the British, who 
have amassed a heavy concentra- 
tion ef troops and armament in 
Northern Malaya. Whether they 
would make such an appeal and 
whether the British would respond 
is an open questions. 

The Japanese are pouring large 
quantities of airplanes and other 
war materials into Thailand. They 
would not do so if they were wor- 
ried about Thai resistance. Per- 
haps, in the course of time, they ex- 
pect to get it all back. 


Today, Thailand has a conscript- 
ed army of about 80,000 men. Its 
equipment is limited but good, and 
it is backed by an air force of 
between 150 and 200 planes. The 
small navy, built mostly in Japan 
and Italy, lost nearly a third of 
its front-line fighting strength 
when it was sought out and at- 
tacked by a French unit. The Thai 
light cruiser Dhonburi was beached 
and two torpedo boats were sunk. 
It was immediately after this set- 
back that the Japanese broached 
their proposal for a truce. They 
were not happy over the weaken- 
ing of a country that they intend 
ultimately to force into member- 
ship in their greater East Asia 
bloc. 


Friendly With Britain. 
At this moment, Thailand en- 


jobs cordial relations with its 
strong British neighbor in adja- 


as the British remain strong, the 
Thais will try to maintain this 
cordiality. But what if Britain 
were to suffer the fate of France? 
Then, the temptation for Thailand 
to demand other “lost territories” 
in Malaya and Burma would be 
great indeed—providing the Jap- 
anese were willing. The Thais 
claim racial affiliation not only 
with the Laos in Indo-China but 
with the Shans in Northern Burma. 
So the Thais go on adding to 
their armed _ strength, hoping 
against hope that they will be able 
to squeeze through the world crisis 
with their independence and neu- 
trality intact but ready to seize 
any opportunity te improve their 
position. This year, Thailand will 
spend the equivalent of $20,000,000 
—or one-fourth of its national bud- 
get—for defense purposes. This 
is just twice the amount 
on the army and navy last year.

Profits, ‘Plan for 
Limiting Divi- 
dends to 6 Pct.

ORTHCOMING decrees re- 
stricting dividends to 6 per cent 
and the new drive on war prof- 
its in general have caused a sharp 
break in the German stock market 
since last Wednesday. Leading 
shares have dropped from 10 to 15, 
and some as muchas 25 points. 
Walter Funk, president of the 
Reichsbank, set off the decline 
with a speech to shareholders in 
which he said future dividends of 
more than 6 per cent would be 
taxed prohibitively. Previously, 
dividends of more than 6 per cent 
were paid into special reserves and 
invested in Government obligations, 
but remained the property of the 
shareholders. 

Today’s Frankfurter Zeitung says 
the speech does not justify a “state 
of alarm such as appears to be re- 
flected in the stock exchange de- 
velopments.” 

“There was no mention of an im- 
mediate reduction. of dividends to 
6 per cent, even if that is the ac- 
tual aim of the intended measures,” 
the paper says. The exact terms 
of the decrees have not yet been 
published, however, and financial 
nterests apparently remain skep- 
tical. 


Other Recent Rules. 


Shortly before Funk’s speech, 
other regulations were announced 
requiring German business men to 
check .their 1940 records . against 
the figures for 1938, to pay, the 
government any excess profits and 
to reduce prices accordingly.

With disgusting haste the 
authorities—way ahead of every- 
one else, as I discovered many times 
later—both local and military po- 
lice, adapted themselves to the “new 
character of the situation,” and 
tried through zerlous adulation to 
endear themselves to  Hitler’s 
agents. 

My situation was abominable. No 
one even knew of my arrest. Our 
chauffeuse did not know where we 
had agreed to meet.

In the Litany of Horrors. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your moving editorial, “A Litany of 

Horrors,” on the refugees in France, 
you state truly that a “handful” is work- 
ing for their deliverance and “with more 
hope than accomplishment.” You added, 
“No comment is needed.” A comment 
might be appropriate, however, as to why 
thig handful of people has been capable 
of so little accomplishment and has little 
enough reason to hope. 

Little has been accomplished because 
every effort to ameliorate the conditions 
of refugees has met with official resist- 
ance from governments which apparent- 
ly put political expediency before human- 
itarian considerations. The refugees in 
France have been made pawns in inter- 
national politics, with the obvious and im- 
minent probability that political anti- 
Fascists among them are to be delivered 
to Germany and Spain for the appease- 
ment, respectively, of Hitler and Franco. 

a ” . 


There might be some extenuation for 
the French Government, already under 
German domination, if one could ignore 
the obvious inference that the present 
Government of France would be itself 
sympathetic to such a move. It is more 
difficult to understand the British Gov- 
ernmént, which should have seen enough 
of appeasement by now. The apathy of 
our own State Department is simply in- 
explicable. 

In the face of a long-standing offer by 
the Mexican Government to receive large 
numbers of refugees, and even with per- 
mission from the French to let them go, 
little indeed has been accomplished to 
date. The current move of the rescue 
ship mission to charter a ship was 
promptly blocked by the British Gov- 
ernment, which put the ship contracted 
for on its blacklist. This is only the most 
recent of a series of events indicating the 
consistent attitude of the British Govern- 
ment toward the Loyalist cause in Spain, 

The news dispatches by Robert Allen 
from Mexico, published in the Post- 
Dispatch recently, on the current British 
move to re-establish a monarchist regime 
in Spain, should help clarify the reasons 
back of the pretext offered for this most 
recent maneuver. Do the British object 
to the presence of Spanish Loyalists in 
Mexico? 

* . o 

Finally, our own reactionaries have con- 
tributed their bit, as if to bring home to 
Americans the real implications of the 
refugee problem. The current rescue 
movement has met with a violent smear 
campaign in certain newspapers, includ- 


ing the usual charges of “bad” domina- 


tion that are leveled against all liberal 
movements, and a story is being circulat- 
ed that untold millions of Spanish gold 
in the hands of the politician Prieto in 
Mexico render it unnecessary to exert 
ourselves. 

The money raised in this country for 
the rescue of refugees must now be ex- 
pended on publicity and long-drawn-out 
diplomatic negotiations to counteract the 
propaganda of our own Fascist sympa- 
thizers. 

One of the horrors you neglected to in- 
clude in your “Litany of Horrors” is the 
current frustration of all refugee rescue 
movements in these United States.

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AT LAST, ACTION. ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


Public opinion has won a victory by bringing 
enough pressure on Alderman Bernard J. Fitzsim- 
mons, chairman of the Legislation Committee, to con- 
vince him that he should call a meeting of the com- 
mittee for next Friday to vote out the pending merit 
system bill. Public opinion thus has achieved some- 
thing that Mayor Dickman could not or would not do. 
The victory can scarcely occasion much cheering, 
however. The bill has been bottled up for eight 
weeks in the committee, far past the date when a fa- 
vorable report would have put the proposal on the 
April 1 ballot. Since Mayor Dickmann did not use 
his influence to get the issue before the voters, a long 
delay or a costly special election will be necessary 
before this long-needed reform can be achieved. 

A favorable report Friday will undo some of the 
inconsistency between the civil service pledge in the 
Democratic candidates’ platform and the Democratic 
Aldermen’s blocking of all moves to put civil service 
into effect. The approval will come so belatedly, how- 
ever, as to have little or no constructive effect on the 
Dickmann administration’s record on civil service. 
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The annual town meeting at Mechanics Falls, 
Me., has hired a night watchman to guard the vil- 
lage’s railroad junction against possible enemy in- 
vaders. What, are they afraid the Democrats will 
come in by parachute under cover of darkness? 
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SUBMARINES AND CONVOYS. 


News of German submarine operations in the West- 
ern Atlantic is quite in accordance with the Nazis’ 
declared policy of sinking every ship carrying sup- 
plies to the British that they can intercept. Prime 
Minister Churchill’s announcement that vessels have 
been sunk in that area indicates the extension of the 
submarine campaign which the British must combat 
to keep their sea lanes open. But it does not justify 
the drastic plan, drafted by Secretary Knox, for use 
of American vessels as convoys to British ships. 

As President Roosevelt pointed out some weeks ago, 
convoys are pretty sure to lead to shooting, and 
shooting “comes awfully close to war,” which the

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THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND’S WAR AIMS. 
There has been no change in the Churchill policy 


British war aims, except as‘they may be inferred 


Cabinet, remain undisclosed. But if Downing Street is 
silent, Lambeth has spoken. The Church of England 
has, through its recent Malvern conferene, announced 
the most sweeping kind of post-war aims. 

There must be a unification of Europe, co-operative 
ownership of the means of production, a de-emphasis 
of the profit. motive, a place for labor in the manage- 
ment of industry, its bishops and deans resolved, and, 
also, a new vitalized kind of religion. 

It goes without saying that the Established Church, 
no matter how official it may be, does not speak with 
the voice of civil authority. Yet men like their 
lordships, the Archbishops of London, of York and 
of Durham, are not without influence in the land. 
There is always a large and ready audience for them. 
And so, while clerics and laymen like John Middle- 
ton Murry, T. 8S. Eliot and Dorothy Sayers were 
able, at Malvern, to decry the sterility of the church, 
so far as social action and realistic morality are con- 
cerned, they were, perforce, talking of the church as 
an institution, not of the ideas some of its leaders 
might spread beyond the ecclesiastical pale. The 
very fact that the Malvern resolutions were adopted 
without dissent may well betoken a sharp upsurge 
of this influence. 

In their totality, these resolutions virtually call 
for a re-constitution of the whole British order, not 
to mention the world order. It is not an unfair 
summing up to say that they would replace a cap- 
italist economy with Socialism—Christian Socialism. 

It is to be doubted whether even this war—and its 
capital expenditures may well prove to be more shak- 
ing than its bombs—will work so complete a trans- 
formation. -But certainly these resolutions must in 
some measure reflect the desires and the hopes of 
a beleaguered people. Men are fighting for a peace- 
ful and a better world. 

The question is: how far do the prelates reflect the 
pattern of men’s hopes? Are they idealists who see 
only a pearly fingered dawn such as will never be on 
land or sea? Or are they the shepherds of their 
flocks, knowing their hunger, their cold, their pain, 
and knowing, too, what they mean to have, if they 
can? 
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AN ELECTRIC POWER STOPPAGE IS AVERTED. 
A strike of Union Electric Co. operating employes, 
which had been authorized by a vote taken yesterday, 
would have been nothing less than a major disaster 
for the St. Louis area. Fortunately, such a stoppage 
of light and power, with its resultant dislocation 
of all industries and community life, has been averted 
by the workers’ acceptance of Federal conciliation. 
Now negotiation of the union’s grievances can pro- 
ceed in an orderly manner, since the company had 
already indicated its willingness to discuss the matter. 
This is no time for either management or labor in 
any controversy to use drastic measures at the ex- 
pense of the public welfare. The Labor Conciliation 
Service has an excellent record in settling contro- 
versies of this sort. There is every assurance now 
that the workers’ rights will be safeguarded without 
the necessity of inflicting hardship upon the com- 
munity. 
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GOV. DONNELL’S REMARKABLE IDEAS. 

The impression is gradually getting around Jeffer- 
son City and out over the State that Missouri has 
an extraordinary sort of Governor. And: while non- 
politicians, interested only in good government, may 
rejoice, the subject is growing rather painful for 
some of the Republican stalwarts. 

The Grand Old Party had been out of power in 
Missouri for eight long years. With a Republican 
Governor seated at last, buoyant hopes arose of 
seeing a host of deserving and job-hungry Republi- 
cans planted immediately in luscious State jobs. 
Gov, Donnell has been a sad disappointment to 
these wishful thinkers. He hasn’t consulted the 
party chiefs for their ideas on how the pie should 
be carved. When they dropped in to tell him, any- 
how, he has just listened politely. He is taking his 
time about choosing appointees, and is actually giv- 
ing the impression, most distressing in committee 
circles, that fitness for the job, not party service, 
is going to be the No. 1 requirement. It is even 
whispered that he has committed the political heresy 
of indicating he would leave some, Democrats in 
office if their retention seemed best for the pub- 
lic service.

Will Hitler Invade England? 


The Mirror

Possibility of Nazi invasion of Britain seems more and more remote 
to New York editor, but he concedes Hitler may take a chance on 
required air control; doubts planes will win war, however; feels they 
will‘only add to cost of killing‘until some other factor decides issue.

almost here, the question becomes again 
* of compelling interest: Will Hitler ever 
attempt an invasion of England? 

Flat-footed predictions are useless, of 
course; but from this reviewing stand 3000 
miles away, it looks more and more unb- 
likely. 

The Royal Air Force in the last few days 
has cut loose with some raids on Germany 
which are called the R. A. F.’s biggest raids 
of the war to date. This points up the fact 
that Hitler up to now has failed to gain 
control of the air over Great Britain. 

Unless he can blanket several possible 
landing places, and the sea lanes leading to 
them, with air power for 48 hours or so, it 
is hard to see how he can get started on an 
invasion that will have any fair chance of 
success. 

And if he could put such airplane “roofs” 
over long lines of troop and tank and ar- 
tillery barges, there would still be the Brit- 
ish navy to reckon with. Britain’s fleet now 
guarding the United Kingdom would come 
out for this last great fight for British in- 
dependence. Before (and if) it was beaten 
from the air, its battleships, cruisers, de- 
stroyers, submarines and mosquito boats 
would send to the bottom a lot of German 
invasion craft and the men and equipment 
aboard. them. 

Once ashore via some securely held 

bridgehead, the Germans would have to 
crack Britain’s beach, headland and inland 
defense lines, then Britain’s army, home 
guard and civil population—the great bulk 
of whom are reported now armed, trained 
and coached for their invasion roles. 
- The British report ‘encouraging slashes 
against night bombers with their new Bris- 
tol-Beau twin-engined fighter; hope to be 
able to escort bombers far from home with 
the forthcoming two-seater Hawker Whirl- 
pool fighter. 

All in all, it begins to look as if Goering’s 
Luftwaffe may never be able to deliver the 
superiority over the R. A, F. which Hitler 
must have if he is to invade England suc- 
cessfully. It’s too early to predict flatly, 


Wain the moon full again and spring 


though. Hitger is a gambler who has won 
many an “impossible” throw. One chance 
of success against two or three of failure 
may look O K to him—especially since a suc- 
cessful invasion of England would practical- 
ly settle the war jn Germany’s favor. 

These large-scale air raids of recent 
nights, and the bigger ones expected as the 
weather warms up, cannot, we believe, de- 
cide the war by themselves. 

The British have all along prided them- 
selves on their ability to take this misery 
without flinching. Now that the R. A. F. 
is getting under the hide of Hamburg, Ber- 
lin, etc., presumably a similar spirit will 
build up in Germany. It’s all very gallant 
and gala while it lasts; and seemingly it can 
last until some other factor—sea power or 
land power—wins the war for one side or the 
other. But how about the aftermath? 

Fred Pasley figured out for the News a 
year or so before this war began that in 
the World War it cost about $48,000 to kill 
one civilian by airplane attack. Figures for 
this war are, of ‘course, not yet available. 
But bigger airplanes are being used, and a 
lot more of them—meaning more pilots, 
more ground crews, more hangars and ma- 
chine shops, more fuel and oil and explosives 
are needed. _ 

Our guess is that as Britons and Germans 
pick over the ruins after the war, they will 
conclude that never in any previous war 
did it cost so much per person to knock off 
children, old ladies and old men of no mili- 
tary value. Soldiers are better protected 
and safer. There’s a joke in England now 
that the slackers are joining the army now 
to escape being bombed. 

And we expect Britons and Germans alike 
to be flat broke after this war. There is 
more than an even chance that we Ameri- 
cans, too, will be flat broke after this war.

Received with the open arms of a 
College Club benefit, it arrived 
last night and will stay through 
the week, with a special matinee 
Friday. 

“There Shall Be No Night,” which 
stars Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fon- 
tanne,\ was written in the white 
heat of Finnish resistance to Rus- 


sian invasion and produced short- 
ly after the sad settlement of that 
conflict, which it describes. It had 
towering importance at the time 
but as the Finns’ gallant stand has 
receded into the distance, beyond 
the Greeks’ furious repulse of. the 
Italians and the Australians’ vic- 
tories in Africa, as Karelian Isth- 
mus, Viipuri and Helsinki again 
have become unfamiliar locations, 
the perspective has changed. 

Whether Sherwood is right in his 
asumption about war, moreover, is 
open to question and since each 
of us has his own ideas about ulti- 
mate war aims, the world as it will 
be afterward and where each na- 
tion fits into the international puz- 
zle, this thesis is not entirely satis- 
fying. — 

But “There Shall Be No Night” 
was, and is, effective theater. Sher- 
wood knows his craft. This drama 
is ciean of confused purposes, 
moves economically in a straight 
line, is splendidly acted, has hu- 
mor, poise, tenseness and impact, of 
a sort. 

s ¢« ® 

What Sherwood says is that war 
is insanity, that men like Pavlov, 
Carrel, the Mayos, Freud and Dr. 
Kaarlo Valkonen, Finnish protag- 
onist of “There Shall Be No 
Night,” saw it coming on a long 
time, even before 1914. But human- 
ity has begun to ask, “What's 
wrong with me?” and that means 
diagnosis and possibly cure. So 
Sherwood is hopeful about the fu- 
ture. Or what's a playwright for? 

As for his treatment of Finland, 
Sherwood, in his play, shows evi- 
dence of furious study in prepara- 
tion for the examination on Broad- 
way. His Finland is a product of 
not only the encyclopedia, and 
an article in the National Geo- 
graphic, possibly, but the program 
notes on a Sibelius symphony, an 
international broadcast or two and 
maybe a Burton Holmes lecture. 
For theme and title of the play, the 
sources were such respected works 
as the Book of Revelation in the 
Bible and Dr. Carrel’s “Man the 
Unknown.” 

The main characters are Dr. 
Valkonen, Nobel prize-winning 
neurologist; his American-born 
wife, Miranda; their son, the son’s 
sweetheart, a benign Uncle Walde- 
mar who plays folk-songs on the 
piano, an American news broad- 
caster, a Nazi consul of the most 
sort and various soldiers 
of fortune. ydnev Greenstreet 
and Richard orf, who also de- 
signed a lovely living room for the 
Valkonens, are outstanding as 
uncle and news commentator. 

Lunt’s characterization of Dr. 
Valkonen, vastly different from his 
cynical harlequinades of the past, 
is middle-aged, wise, scholarly and 
fatherly. It fits as well into the 
bleak, military scene of the climax 
of the drama as into the comfort- 
able, coffee tabie moments of the 
opening of the play, where Miss 
Fontanne, in flowing gowns and at 
the height of her dramatic art in 
this instance, pours.

Lever Brothers, the American 
‘branche. of the large British insur- 
ance companies, British owned 
American real estate, and so on. The 
question was raised by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau imme- 
diately aft.r Lord Lothian'’s pub- 
lic declaration that Britain would 
need American credits. 

After Lord Lothian’s declaration, 
Sir Frederick Phillips, one of the 
chief officials of the British Treas- 
ury, was sent to this country to 
present the British balance sheet, 
and to arrange for the needed cred- 
its being made available. Sir 
Frederick’s balance sheet convinced 
the Treasury. The result was the 
lease-lend bill. But Sir Frederick’s 
balance sheet included some $900,- 
000,000 of ‘the direct investments, 
which, as part of the economic 
foundation ef their empire, the 
British were at first reluctant to 
sell. 


‘Churchill’s Response. 


ORGENTHAU forced the is- 

sue for the first time shortly 

before the lease-lend bill was 
offered to Congress. Warning the 
British Treasury that his position 
would be politically untenable if no 
effort to liquidate the direct in- 
vestments were made, he demand- 
ed that some one empowered to 
undertake the liquidation be sent 
to this country without delay. Ac- 
cordingly Sir Edward Peacock was 
named for the job, and hurried to 
New York. Meanwhile, in his tes- 
timony on the lease-lend bill, Mor- 
genthau included the $900,000,000 of 
direct investments among the as- 
sets the British were prepared to 
throw into the pot for supplies 
from this country. 

Then followed a long period of 
investigation and negotiation, dur- 
ing which Sir Edward, his col- 
league, Carlisie Gifford, and their 
American advisers explored the sit- 
uation. Selling large properties of 
great value, for which there is no 


ready market, is an extremely diffi- 
cult affair. Delays arose and the de- 
lays rightly or wrongly generated 
in Washington the suspicion that 
the British were attempting to put 
off the evil day and perhaps even 
trying to hang on to their proper- 
ties. As an important element of 
British banking opinion was bitter- 
ly opposed to sale of the direct in 
vestments and this fac- 
tion was represented by several of- 
ficials here, the suspicions were not 
unnatural. 

Fortunately, Winston Churchill 
and the real leaders of the British 
Government regarded sale of the 
direct investments as a rather 


.|trivial sacrifice to the war effort. 


Consequently they responded with 
the utmost promptness when Mor- 
genthau and the President sent a 
warning to London that because of 
the congressional lineup, at least 


Co,,;one important sale must be made 


before debate began on the $7,- 
000,000,000 appropriation for British 
aid. Peremptory orders appear to 
have been sent to Sir-Edward Pea- 
cock from London. In obedience 
to them, he called at Morgan, Stan- 
ley last week, told the partners 
that he wished to dispose of the 
Vicose company by Sunday at the 
latest and suggested the formation 
of a syndicate for the purpose head- 
ed by Morgan, Stanley and Dillon, 
Read. 


Because of the need for extreme 
haste, the transaction had to be 
very unusual. There could be no 
valuation of the big factories and 
other assets of Viscose, the leading 
rayon firm in this country and a 
subsidiary of the British company, 
Courtauld’s, Ltd. Instead the ldw 
basic price of $40,000,000 was set 
and an agreement was made to 
give the British 90 per cent of any 
sums above that obtained for the 
property.. The prospective sale was 
announced in time to meet the 
deadline and the authorities here 
were filled with pleased satisfac- 
tion, 


Questionable Policy. 

HE episode is exceedingly in- 
T teresting in two ways. In the 

first place, the remarkable 
promptitude of the British leader’s 
response to the Treasury’s informal 
warning shows that they are com- 
pletely single-minded in their prose- 
cution of the war effort, whatever 
subordinate officials or London 
bankers may think. 

In the second place, the fact that 
it was politically necessary to :.n- 
sist on such a sale casts a dubious 
light on our own relation to the 
British war effort. For Britain’s 
direct investments, here and abroad, 
are essential to her economic 
health. If she liquidates all her 
direct investments, her post-war 
economic position will be infinite- 
ly difficult.

of the Harvard University Commit- 
tee on Educational Relations, who 
spoke at the University Club at the 
annual meeting of the Harvard 
Club of St. Louis, “Educational op- 
portunity is so vastly unequal in 
America,” the speaker said, “that it 
is silly to talk of our schools as the 
bulwark of democracy.” 

Education failed to contribute 
adequately, to the solution of the 
problem of unemployment, now ob- 
scured by war, but certain to re 
appear in more acute form after 
the restoration of peace, Dr. 
Holmes continued. He added, “We 
cannot expect democracy to work 
unless we lick unemployment.” 

Only by abandoning localism in 
education would schools be able to 
give American youth real equality 
of opportunity for training in atti- 
tudes of adult work, in citizenship, 
and in innocent use of leisure, and 
so contribute to the solution of the 


ination’s most pressing problem by 


fitting pupils for places in the 
world, the speaker said. Emphasiz- 
ing the importance of readiness to 
start adult work immediately on 
leaving school, Dr. Holmes said that 
young persons employed within 
three months generally were habit- 
ually employed, Those who fail to 
find jobs in that period tend to be- 
come habitually unemployed. 

The adaptation of educational 
programs to regional needs and 
opportunities of employment might 
be brought about by the co-opera- 
tion of employer groups, labor 
unions and school administrators, 
Dr. Holmes suggested. “Adult 
forces,” he said, “must get together 
for the sake of youth on a na- 
tional basis er we-shall not over- 
come unemployment.” 

The working of American de- 
mocracy could also be improved, 
Dr. Holmes went.on, if schools 
could inculcate in pupils certain 
attitudes toward discussion. “Dis- 
cussion,” he said, “is at once the 
virtue and the defect of democracy. 
The job of education should be to 
make it more fruitful and less 
wasteful.” 

In democratic discussion, he said, 
there should be no use of pressure 
group tactics, no obstructionist 
dragging out of debate, and no will- 
ful obscuring of issues. Such prac- 
tices he called “Hitlerism upside 
down.”

He 
is 70 years old. He will be suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Edmund V. Cowdry, 
professor of cytology, whose de- 
partment will be combined with 
the anatomy division. 

In his long teaching career, Dr. 
Terry has instructed about 3000 
medical students in anatomy, Born 
in St. Louis, he attended Cornell 
University and obtained his medi- 
cal degree from the old Missouri 
Medical College in 1895. 

During the war, he was dean of 
the Officers’ School of Oral and 
Plastic Surgery at Washington 
University. 

Dr. Cowdry, sent by the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation to South Africa 
on the invitation of the Govern- 
ment there in 1924, discovered an 
organism causing a disease known 
as heart water, found in sheep, 
goats and cattle. In 1930 he dis- 
covered the life cycle ofthe East 
Coast fever parasite. 

After teaching anatomy at the 
University of Chicago and Johns 
Hopkins University from 1999 to 
1917, he became professor of anat- 
omy at Peking ‘(China) Union 
Medical College, operated by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. He re- 
mained there four years. Then 
from 1921 to 1928, he was an as- 
sociate of the Foundation, working 
most of the time in New York. 

Since 1928 he has been on the 
Washington University faculty as 
lprofessor of cytology, the study of 
cell anatomy. He is 52 years old 
and lives at 5044 Wesminster.

Acquires’ Pajnting Once in Col- 
lection of Duke of 
Marlborough. 


The City Art Museum announced 
today that it had acquired its 
first painting by Paolo Veronese, 
painters of the 
Italian e. 
It shows Chris* and the woman 
of Samaria, an incident recorded 
in the Bible in the fourth chap- 
ter of John. Christ is shown seat- 
ed at the well of David, conversing 
with the woman who has come to 
draw water. 
The painting once was in the col- 
lection of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough at Blenheim Castle, England, 
and was sent to this country last 
September by its most recent own- 
er, Viscountess Christina Spencer- 
Churchill, a cousin of England’s 
Prime Minister. The museum 
bought it from the Viscountess, 
through the Lilienfield Galleries in 
New York, for $14,000. 

As in most religious paintings of 
the Renaissance, the characters are 
contemporary. Christ is shown in 
rich clothes of blue and red, while 
the woman is gowned as a great 
lady of Venice in robes of beige 
and blue. 

The _ principal feature of the pic- 
ture is its sparkling color, for 
which Veronese was known and in 
which he outshone his principal ri- 
vals, Titian and Tintoretto. The 
characters, however, are stiff. 
Veronese had none of Titian’s deep 
insight, or ‘Tintoretto’s skill in 
drawing. 

The painting has been hung in 
the museum’s Renaissance gallery, 
next to its only Tintoretto.

Twenty-two other Judges were 
removed and 10 more transferred 
to new posts. Thirty-four new 
Judges were nominated. Three 
mayors and one department coun- 
cillor also were removed.

ESTERDAY I set down the 
Y new Culbertson rule for deter- 
mination of opening two-bids. 

To repéat, this rule is: Add your 
honor tricks to your winners.’ Be 
sure that you have at least four 
and one-half honor tricks in the 
hand (with a very freakish hand) 
and usually five.or more. If your 
winners, added to your honor 
tricks, total 19 or more, you may 
open with two in a biddable suit. 

Let me illustrate how this rule 
works out: ; : 
@ KQJ3864 @AK @AKS & 62 

First, let’s count the honor tricks. 
We have one-plus in spades (K Q 
J,. which used to be counted as one 
and one-half honor tricks, now 
should be counted only one-plus); 
two in hearts and two in diamonds, 
a total. of five-plus honor tricks. 
Now for the count of winners. The 
combination K Q J is worth two 
winners, that is, is sure to take 
two tricks., The fact that we have 
six spades entitles us to count two 
more winners for the long cards 
in the spade suit. In other words, 
a. spade suit such as this, figuring 
conservatively, is worth four win- 
ners or playing tricks. We have 
two more winners in hearts and 
two in diamonds, a total of eight 
winners. We add these eight win- 
ners to our five-plus honor tricks 
and find that we are just past the 
necessary total of 13. Thus we 
open this hand with two spades. 

Another example: 

@AK652 $AK43 @AQ2 43 

This hand, which most players 
would be irresistibly tempted to 
open with two spades, falls just 
short of the mark. We have five 
and one-half-plus honor tricks (in- 
cluding the plus value for the 
singleton club), but we have only 
seven winners. Thus we do not 
quite reach the magic total of 13. 
To prove how accurate this meth- 
od of counting is, the rule tells us 
we should not open with two 
spades, and our expert é¢ye con- 
firms this judgment by finding the 
hand just a whisker short of a 
sound two-bid.

Obviously, East overbid, but he 
was defending against the oppo- 
nents’ part-score.

only to have it smothered by his 
own partner’s ace. After that the 
defenders could take only one 
spade and a heart, and thus the 
rubber was lost. 


Elementary reasoning on West’s 


part could have resulted in the con- 
tract’s defeat. The declarer’s play 
of a low trump toward dummy had 
been indisputable evidence that ‘the 
lacked the ace. West had not dou- 
bled the four club contract, hence 
there was no reason for declarer to 
place him with the king. If West 
had doubled, declarer, with five 
to the ace-queen, might make the 
“trap” play of a low club, hoping 
that West would stay off through 
fear of his partner’s holding the 
blank ace. But since there had 
been no double, it would have been 
the height of folly for declarer to 
have played away from the ace- 
queen. With such a holding he cer- 
tainly would have entered dummy 
and finessed against the king. The 
low club lead, therefore, proved 
that East, and not declarer, held 
the club ace. 

In the final analysis, the knowl- 
edge of what declarer would ‘or 
would not do with certain holdings 
is a defender’s chart.

The planning of the diet 
ways included a reduction 
amount of starch taken in, in order 


anybody else enjoys from fruits to 
desserts. The tendency 15 or 20 
years ago was to give very small 
amounts of carbohydrate and make 
up the balance of the diet with fat. 
This has given way to what is 
now called the “high carbohydrate” 
or “high starch” diet. 


EVERY DIABETIC patient has 
a different ability to burn carbohy- 
drates and, therefore, every pa- 
tient must be individualized and 
the diet arranged to suit his par- 
ticular needs. In general, accord- 
ing to Dr. Joslin, one of the prom- 
inent students of the disease, 
starch to the amount of 150 grams 
per day, with about 100 grams of 
fat, will lead to longer life of dia- 
betic patients. Other people give 
more starch than that and lower 
the fat intake proportionately. But 
any of these figures show that with 
modern treatment a considerable 
increase in starch in the diet is 
advocated by everyone. nowadays. 
These diets are several times high- 
er in starch content than the diets 
of 10 or even fives years ago. 

The diabetic patient must, of 
course, learn the carbohydrate 
content of foods, which he will 
find in food tables and such books 
as Joslin’s “Diabetic Manuc!l” and 
many others written for patients. 
He will also have to learn, at first, 
to weigh his food and estimate the 
amount of starch he is getting in 
one day. This preliminary course 
of instruction is best done in the 
hospital and many patients find 
that this preliminary course of 
education in a properly conducted 
hospital is well worth the trouble 
and expense which it entails. 

There is no reason, however, 
why a modern diabetic patient on 
a properly arranged diet cannot 
have fruit and a small portion of 
cereal in the morning for break- 
fast, some bread, many kinds of 
vegetables and even a small por- 
tion of dessert.
